On January 10, 2011, at approximately 1851 hours, the Arcadia Police Department 
received a 911 call regarding a domestic violence incident. The caller, Ms. 
(FW/31), advised the Arcadia Police Department dispatcher that her 
Moore (Suspect Moore) had assaulted her. Ms ачанопаиу told the dispatcher that 
she and the suspect live in a tent, next to the lake, located close to "Peck Park." She also 
stated that the suspect had "threw" her out of the tent.

The Arcadia Police Department personnel contacted the Department's Parks Bureau and 
advised them of the incident. A domestic violence call was initiated (Tag 327) and 
assigned to Unit 833A3, Deputy Eddie Ochoa ЖЫШ Deputies Shelley Deleon 


| Unit 833A1, Michael Fraijo 8 Unit 833E, and Alejandro Ramirez 


Unit 833E1, were assigned to assist. Sergeant Norma Maciel MEAN. Unit 
8335, was also assigned to assist.

After obtaining information from Ms, the deputies determined that an assault had 
occurred. A “Felony Spousal Assault .5 PC) report was initiated, naming Ms MEN 
as the victim, and Suspect Moore as the suspect.

the ВИ they decided to respond to the area where Ms n advised that the 
assault incident had occurred. The purpose of their response was to possibly locate the 
suspect, and arrest him for the offense. 


The deputies arrived at the location and observed one tent just east of the lake, north of 
the park. They parked their patrol vehicle on the west side of the gravel access road, 
directly in front of the tent. 


IAB Note: The gravel access road is on top of a slope containing large pieces of 
broken cement. The tent was located at the bottom of the slope, next 
to the lake. Photographs of the crime scene are included in this case 
book. See Exhibits C and F. 


Deputy Ramirez and Deleon illuminated the front of the tent, utilizing their patrol vehicle's 
spotlights. The deputies then began walking down the slope in order to approach the tent. 
Deputy Ramirez reached the bottom of the slope first, and began hearing a dog growl and 
then bark. Deputy Ramirez announced his presence, and heard a male, later identified as 
Suspect Moore, ask "who's that?” Deputy Ramirez again identified himself and told the 
male to "pull his dog back," or he would have to shoot it. 


The suspect immediately became belligerent and began shouting obscenities at the 
deputies. The suspect told the deputies that they were not the police, and he wanted them 
to "Get the fuck away from here." Suspect Moore approached the entryway of the tent, in 
a crouched position, holding on to his barking dog (gray Pit Bull) on a leash. Deputy 
Ramirez told the suspect to stay in the tent, and to stay down. Deputy Ramirez repeated 
his orders to the suspect several times. 


Suspect Moore became increasingly agitated, and belligerent, and attempted to get up to 
his feet. Deputy Ramirez, utilizing his right foot against the suspect's chest, pushed the 
suspect back down to a kneeling position. Deputy Ramirez again told the suspect that he 
wanted him to stay down. 


Suspect Moore, while holding on to his dog's leash with his right hand, retrieved a folding 
knife with his left hand, and opened it. Deputy Ramirez shouted to his partner, Deputy 
Deleon, thatthe suspect was in possession of a knife. Deputy Ramirez then shouted to the 
suspect to drop the knife. He ordered the suspect to drop the knife several times, but the 
suspect would not comply. 


Suspect Moore told Deputy Ramirez “Fuck you, you aint the police," and he lunged towards 
Deputy Ramirez. Deputy Ramirez shot at the suspect two times, striking him in the upper 
torso and abdomen. Suspect Moore's dog retreated back into the tent immediately after 
the shooting. 


Deputy Ramirez requested assistance and paramedics via his hand held radio. Deputies

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Ramirez and Deleon detained the suspect at gunpoint while awaiting for assisting units. 
The suspect was subsequently treated at the scene and transported to the Los Angeles 
County/USC Medical Center. Suspect Moore recovered from his injuries, and was 
subsequently booked for an assault on a peace officer, and domestic violence.

patrol vehicle (Number 61618) parked on the west side of a gravel access road, 
adjacent to the lake. 


Just west of the parked Sheriff's vehicle were large broken concrete blocks, piled on a 
slope. The slope, approximately 10-15 feet in height, leads to the lake. Investigators 
observed a blue tent located between the concrete blocks and the lake. The tent was 
surrounded by miscellaneous items, including a plastic lawn chair and plastic 
containers. Investigators also noted a wallet and folding knife on the trunk of the

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Sheriffs vehicle. The knife was attached to a lanyard, which appeared to have been 
cut.

REVIEW OF 911 CALL AND RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator reviewed the 911 telephone call made by Suspect 
Moore" IAE The investigator also reviewed the radio broadcast 
initiated by Deputy Ramirez. 


On the 911 call, Ms. can be heard telling the Arcadia Police Department 
Dispatcher that her has "hurt me again." She additionally tells the dispatcher 
that the suspect had thrown her to the ground and injured her knee. м: AN 
identifies her NN, Ryan Moore, as the suspect. She also advises that the suspect 
had been arrested before for domestic violence, in Oregon. Ms. tells the 
dispatcher that the suspect “might have a pocket knife,” and had been drinking beer. 


The Arcadia Police Department dispatcher is then heard calling the Parks Bureau, and 
advises the desk personnel of М. a.

The Internal Affairs Investigator also reviewed the radio traffic initiated by Deputy 
Ramirez. In the recording, Deputy Ramirez is heard requesting emergency clearance 
on the radio frequency (10-33). Deputy Ramirez identifies his unit number (833E1), and 
advises that he has been involved in a shooting (998) and requests paramedics (902R). 
Deputy Ramirez advises his location, and advises that there is one suspect “down, 
detaining at gunpoint.” 


Additional units, including a sergeant unit, are then heard advising that they are 
responding to Deputy Ramirez’ location. Deputies from the Aero Bureau are also heard 
advising that they are responding. Deputy Ramirez advises that all deputies “are 
accounted for,” and that additional deputies from other units are not needed to respond. 
The Sheriff's Communications Center's dispatcher is heard asking the deputies for their 
exact location, so that the paramedics can respond. Deputies are also heard 
requesting a unit from Temple Station, to assist with traffic.

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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


It was dark and clear when the incident occurred (2022 hours). There was ambient 
lighting from the business located at 5401 Peck Road. Deputies also illuminated the 
area with their vehicle's spotlights, and their personal flashlights.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy Alejandro Ramirez was interviewed by Homicide Bureau detectives 
Timothy O'Quinn, and Brian Schoonmaker on January 11, 2011, at 0200 hours. The 
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interview was conducted at the Temple Sheriff's Station, and was digitally audio 
recorded. 


Deputy Ramirez stated that he responded to "Peck Park," regarding a domestic 
violence (273.5 PC) call, which had been assigned to Unit 833A3. He said that upon 
his arrival he observed that the handling deputy, and other assisting deputies, were 
speaking to the victim EEE Deputy Ramirez said he did not speak to Ms. 
aa but obtained the assault information from the other deputies. 


Deputy Ramirez said that based on the information that he was given, he knew that a 
crime had occurred, and that the suspect was “arrestable” for 273.5 PC. 


Deputy Ramirez said that while at the fire station he began speaking with the 
paramedics, who told him about the transients living at the park. Deputy Ramirez said 
he had never been there before, and asked Deputy Deleon if she wanted to respond 
there and look for the suspect. Deputy Ramirez said Deputy Deleon agreed and they 
responded, entering the park through the “fire road.” 


Deputy Ramirez said they saw one tent at the location, and they illuminated it with their 
vehicle's spotlights. He said he parked their vehicle on the road, above where the tent 
was located, and had to walk down to the tent. He said they did not know who the tent 
belonged to, or that suspect Moore was inside. 


Deputy Ramirez said that as he approached the tent he also illuminated it with his 
flashlight. He said he announced himself by saying "Sheriff's Department, who's there." 
Deputy Ramirez said he heard a dog growling, and then begin to bark. He said he also 
heard a male voice, coming from within the tent, asking him who he was. Deputy 
Ramirez said he announced his presence a second time, and also told the suspect to 
"Pull your dog back." 


Deputy Ramirez said that the suspect told him "You aint no fucking police," and he 
came out of the tent, holding on to his dog on a leash. He said it appeared that the dog 
wanted to "charge" at them, and he again told the suspect to pull the dog back. He said 
the suspect continued to shout profanities at them, and appeared agitated. Deputy 
Ramirez said it also appeared that the suspect was either under the influence of 
narcotics, drunk, or mentally ill. 


Deputy Ramirez said that as the suspect shouted profanities at them he (suspect) 
attempted to get up off the ground. He said that he ordered the suspect to stay down, 
but the suspect did not comply, and began to stand up. Deputy Ramirez, said that 
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believing the suspect was "confrontational," he "push kicked" the suspect with his right 
foot, in order to keep distance between them. 


Deputy Ramirez said that his push caused Suspect Moore to return to a position on his 
hands and knees. He said he then told the suspect again to stay down. Deputy 
Ramirez said the suspect retrieved a folding knife with his left hand, and "switched" it 
open. He said he immediately told his partner that the suspect was in possession of a 
knife, and he ordered the suspect to put the knife down. 


Deputy Ramirez said the suspect extended his left arm, with the knife in his hand, as if 
to strike. He said that at the same time the suspect also lunged towards him. Deputy 
Ramirez said that fearing for his life he shot at the suspect two times. He said that the 
suspect fell to the ground, and began moving around. Deputy Ramirez said he saw that 
the knife was attached to the suspect's belt area with a cloth lanyard. He said that 
while Deputy Deleon covered the suspect at gunpoint, he cut the lanyard and recovered 
the knife. Deputy Ramirez stated that he did not know the knife was attached to the 
suspect's belt with a lanyard until after he shot the suspect. 


IAB Note: The suspect's lanyard was made of a cloth material, approximately 
18 inches in length. Photographs of the suspect's knife and 
lanyard are included in this case book. See Exhibits C and F. The 
Homicide Bureau Detectives summarized their interview with 
Deputy Ramirez in a Supplemental Report included in this case 
book. See Exhibit A, Page 49. A Compact Disc, containing the 
audio recording of Deputy Ramirez' interview, is also included in 
this case book. See Exhibit H. 


Involved Deputy Alejandro Ramirez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 

Sergeants Carlos Flores and Eric Strong, on May 24, 2011, at 1200 hours. He was 
represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Ana Slotky. The interview was digitally 
audio recorded. 


Deputy Ramirez' statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as he provided to Homicide detectives. He then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Ramirez stated that when he responded to the suspect's tent, he and Deputy 
Deleon did not know the suspect actually lived there. He stated that they illuminated 
the suspect's tent with their patrol vehicle's spotlights and their flashlights. He said 
there was also ambient lighting from the nearby industrial complex to the east. 


Deputy Ramirez said that immediately upon contacting the suspect, he (suspect) was 
belligerent and using profanity towards them. He said the suspect also threatened to 
release his dog, which was growling and barking at them. Deputy Ramirez said he 
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identified himself to the suspect several times, but the suspect continuously used 
profanity towards them, and told them he didn't believe they were peace officers. 


Deputy Ramirez said the suspect was in a kneeling position during their initial contact, 
but began to stand up аз he shouted obscenities at them. Deputy Ramirez said that 
based on the suspect's behavior, he believed the suspect intended on assaulting him. 
He said he feared a physical confrontation would occur if he allowed the suspect to 
stand up. Deputy Ramirez said he placed his right foot on the suspect's chest, and 
pushed him back down. Deputy Ramirez described his action as a push utilizing his 
foot, not a kick. He said his force was effective, as the suspect went back down to a 
kneeling position. 


Deputy Ramirez said he then saw the suspect "fidgeting" with something in his left 
hand. He said that he then saw that the suspect had retrieved a knife, and he (Deputy 
Ramirez) could clearly see the serrated blade. Deputy Ramirez said he immediately 
shouted to Deputy Deleon that the suspect was armed with a knife, and he then 
shouted to the suspect to drop it. Deputy Ramirez said he told the suspect to drop the 
knife several times, but the suspect refused. 


Deputy Ramirez said the suspect began to lift himself up, while at the same time 
moving his left hand out as if ready to strike with the knife. He said that when the 
suspect stood up, he feared for his life and shot the suspect two times. He said he fired 
in a controlled "double tap" manner, as he has been trained to do. He said that the 
suspect immediately went down, thus there was no reason to fire additional rounds. 


Deputy Ramirez said he was aware that his backdrop was the lake, and that he had a 
clear field of fire when he shot. Deputy Ramirez said he and Deputy Deleon was never 
in his field of fire, nor did their position create crossfire danger. Deputy Ramirez said he 
was aware that Deputy Deleon was position to his left when he fired, but was not 
certain how far away. 


Deputy Ramirez said that he immediately broadcasted, via is hand held radio, that he 
had been involved in a shooting, and requested paramedics to his location. He said 
that he then retrieved the suspect's knife, which was attached to the suspect's pants 
with a lanyard. Deputy Ramirez said he also retrieved the suspect's wallet and 
identification. He said he then realized that the suspect was the same suspect involved 
in the domestic violence incident. 


Deputy Ramirez said that based on the suspect's actions, he (Deputy Ramirez) did not 
believe he had any other option besides utilizing his firearm.

Witness Deputy Deleon was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives Timothy 
O'Quinn and Brian Schoonmaker on January 11, 2011, at 0135 hours. Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Eric Strong were also present during the interview. 
The interview was conducted at the Temple Sheriff's Station, and was digitally audio 
recorded. 


Deputy Deleon stated that she responded to "Peck Park" regarding a domestic violence 
call. She said she arrived at the park along with Deputies Ocha, Fraijo, and Ramirez. 


She said that she personally spoke with the victi who also showed her 
the injuries she had sustained. She said that M told her that the suspect had 
assaulted her several times in the past, 


Deputy Deleon said that she and Deputy Ramirez left the park, NNI 
EUG OUS CUTE She said that when they left the station they responded 
back to the park in an attempt to find the suspect (Suspect Moore). Deputy Deleon 


stated that they planned on arresting the suspect for felony "spousal assault," if they 
found him. 


Deputy Deleon said they located a tent in the area described by м EE She said 
they parked their patrol vehicle and had to walk down a rocky slope In order to reach 
the tent. She said that though it was dark, there was ambient lighting from the 
commercial businesses a short distance away. She said she and Deputy Ramirez also 
utilized their flashlights to illuminate the front of the tent. 


Deputy Deleon stated that Deputy Ramirez reached the bottom of the slope first, and 
she began to hear a dog growling and barking from inside the tent. She said she saw a 
male approach the entryway of the tent, in a crouched position. She said the suspect 
began yelling at them, telling them “I’m going to let the dog out. You can't talk to me. 
You have no right to talk to me." Deputy Deleon said the suspect was holding on to the 
dog with a rope. She became concerned that the suspect was going to release the dog, 
and allow it to attack her and Deputy Ramirez. She said she had noticed that the dog 
was a “Pit Bull,” and was barking “viciously.” 
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Deputy Deleon said she saw the suspect “lurch forward" towards Deputy Ramirez. She 
said she heard Deputy Ramirez yell at the suspect to, "Get back," and then saw Deputy 
Ramirez firing his firearm at the suspect. Deputy Deleon said she heard two shots 
fired. Deputy Deleon said she reached the bottom of the slope and saw that the 
suspect was laying on the ground. She said she then saw the suspect's knife, which 
was on the ground, next to the suspect. She said the knife was attached to the 
suspect's belt, with a long chain. 


Deputy Deleon said that she had not yet reached the bottom of the slope when the 
shooting occurred. She said she had not seen the suspect's knife until after the 
Shooting. Deputy Deleon said that after the shooting she covered the suspect at 
gunpoint while Deputy Ramirez requested assistance via his hand held radio. Deputy 
Deleon said that the suspect's dog retreated back into the tent after the shooting.

Witness Deputy Deleon was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos 
Flores and Eric Strong, on May 27, 2011, at 1400 hours. She was represented by 
Green and Shinee Attorney Ana Slotky. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Deleon's statement and description of the incident during this interview was 
essentially the same as she provided to Homicide detectives. She then answered 
questions relative to tactics and training. 


Deputy Deleon said that when she and Deputy Ramirez arrived at the suspect's tent, 
they did not know who the tent belonged to. She said they decided to walk down the 
slope and check if anyone was inside the tent. Deputy Deleon said Deputy Ramirez 
reached the tent and contacted the suspect as she was still navigating through the large 
concrete blocks. Deputy Deleon said that upon arrival to the location they illuminated 
the tent with the patrol vehicle's spotlights. She said the also utilized their flashlights, 
and there was ambient lighting emanating from the businesses nearby. 


Deputy Deleon said she heard that the suspect was extremely belligerent and using 
profanity towards Deputy Ramirez. She said she also heard the suspect's dog growling 
and barking. Deputy Deleon said the suspect was holding on to the dog with a rope, 
but she heard him threaten that he was going to release the dog. She said that she 
saw that the suspect was on his hands and knees, in front of the tent's entryway. She 
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said that as she reached the bottom of the slope she saw the suspect “lurch forward" 
towards Deputy Ramirez. Deputy Deleon said she then saw Deputy Ramirez shoot the 
suspect two times, and the suspect went down. 


Deputy Deleon said that she immediately began covering the suspect at gunpoint. She 
said she then saw the suspect's knife on the ground, attached to his belt with a chain. 
Deputy Deleon said she had not seen the suspect's knife until after he was shot. She 
said she did not hear when Deputy Ramirez shouted to her that the suspect had a knife 
in his possession. She said she did not witness Deputy Ramirez push the suspect with 
his foot. She reiterated that when Deputy Ramirez made initial contact with the 
suspect, she was still walking down the slope. 


Deputy Deleon said she and Deputy Ramirez never positioned themselves in such a 
way that it would cause a cross fire danger situation. She said that she was never in 
Deputy Ramirez' field of fire. She said that when Deputy Ramirez shot the suspect, she 
saw and heard two shots in close succession. Deputy Deleon said that at the time of 
the shooting she was south of Deputy Ramirez' position.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


The area near the shooting scene, at 5401 North Peck Road, was canvassed for any 
potential witnesses. The area was canvassed by Deputies from the Parks Bureau, and 
Homicide Bureau. 


Several individuals stated they heard gunshots, but did not actually witness the 
shooting or had any knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the incident. None of 
the individuals contacted stated they actually witnessed the shooting. The names of 
the residents contacted, and a summary of their interviews, are included on 
Supplemental Reports.

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SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS 


Suspect Moore was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives on January 11, 2011, 
at 1538 hours. He was re interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives on January 18, 
2011, at 1150 hours. The interviews were conducted at the Los Angeles County/USC 
Medical Center, and were digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect Moore stated that on the night of the incident he heard someone outside of his 
tent say "Come out of the tent." He said he believed it was other transients, and he told 
them "No, I’m not coming out.” Suspect Moore said the person told him again to exit 
the tent, at which point he opened the front of tent. Suspect Moore said it was 
extremely dark, and he could not see anyone. He said nobody identified themselves as 
police officers. He said he was then shot. 


Suspect Moore said he typically has a knife attached to his pants on a lanyard. He said 
he normally opens the knife by swinging the lanyard, causing the knife to open. He said 
he does not remember opening the knife in that fashion on the night of the incident. He 
said he would not have defended himself with the knife, even if he knew the persons 
outside his tent were other transients. Suspect Moore said he did not have his knife out 
at the time of the shooting incident. 


Suspect Moore stated that the "shock" of being shot had caused him to forget parts of 
the incident. He initially said that he had not caused the injuries on E — 

but later admitted that he had. Suspect Moore said there has been a pattern of 
physical altercations with Ml, and that drugs and alcohol are contributing factors. 
Suspect Moore stated that he has had issues with anger.
